Gates  favoring  a transition  to  an 
all-volunteer  army. 

Nixon  said  that  in  addition  to 
the  six  per  cent  pay  raise  recently 
voted  by  Congress,  he  will 
propose  another  20  per  cent  pay 
increase  for  enlisted  men  with  less 
than  two  years  of  service,  to  take 
effect  next  Jan.  1 . 

His  fiscal  1972  budget,  he 
added,  will  contain  a $2  billion 
request  for  added  pay  and  other 
benefits  for  the  military. 

Nixon  directed  the  secretary  of 
defense  to  step  up  enlistment  and 
re-enlistment  programs  and  to  see 
that  the  armed  forces  pay  more 
attention  to  the  “individual  needs, 
aspirations  and  capabilities”  of 
their  personnel. 

Spokesmen  at  a White  House 
briefing  declined  to  estimate  when 
an  all-volunteer  army  could  be 
achieved  or  how  big  it  would  be. 

But  Nixon’s  message  said  that 
the  draft  “cannot  be  ended  all  at 
once’.’

He  added  that  it  is  also  walking 
away  from  your  dignity  when  you 
accept  support  from  your  city, 
state  or  government. 

His  recipe  for  success  is  hard 
work.  Mardikian  was  founder  and 
president  of  the  American 
National  Committee  to  Aid 
Homeless  Armenians,  president  of 
the  United  Broadcasting  Co.

Nature  Needs  A 
Sensitive  Youth 


We  Americans  celebrate  a variety  of  “Days.”  There’s  Mother’s  Day, 
Veterans  Day,  Labor  Day,  Memorial  Day  and  even  Bob  Hope  Day.  So  it 
is  surprising  that  we  took  so  long  to  initiate  a day  to  commemorate  our 
indispensable  environment. 

But  perhaps  Earth  Day  is  not  as  facetious  as  some  of  the  other  days 
we  observe,  or  as  perfunctory  as  many  of  our  students  and  citizens  have 
thought.  In  fact,  concern  for  our  environment  may  be  one  of  the  few 
legitimate  causes  for  demonstrations  and  demonstrators. 

Gratefully,  environment  control  has  not  been  a partisan  issue. 
Concern  is  paramount  among  both  conservatives  and  liberals,  between 
both  political  parties.  And  although  conservatives  are  adverse  to 
multitudinous  legislation,  they  would  seek  more  individual,  local 
interest.  Concurrently,  liberals  would  press  for  pollution  control  in  Big 
Business,  through  Big  Government  legislation.  Perhaps  no  other 
national  issue  can  really  fulfill  President  Nixon’s  national  goal  to  “bring 
us  together.” 

History  is  witnessing  the  birth  of  a “Sensitive  Generation,”  one  in 
which  the  youth  are  sensitive  to  life,  estranged  from  war,  and 
concerned  with  the  earth’s  environment.  Youth,  though,  have  not  yet 
become  sensitive  to  crime,  which  explains  partly  why  crime  has  not 
been  deterred. 

Such  a ‘Sensitive  Generation’  began  several  years  ago,  when  pollution 
and  environmental  control  were  not  particularly  viable  issues.  In  fact, 
they  were  seemingly  unpopular.  Nevertheless,  pollution  was  ruthlessly 
destroying  life  and  a clean  environment  by  disrupting  the  balance  of 
nature  and  dirtying  the  atmosphere  and  the  earth’s  waters.  Only  when 
responsible  scientists  predicted  a future  wasteland,  did  controversy 
commence  and  precede  today’s  vital  interest  in  man’s  ecology. 

The  late  Rachel  Carson,  conceivably  the  Mother  of  the  ‘Sensitive 
Generation,’  foretold  of  the  SILENT  SPRING  that  would  soon  overrun 
us  if  immediate  reconciliation  was  not  undertaken.  That  was  1962. 
What  did  Carson  see?  “As  man  proceeds  toward  his  announced  goal  of 
the  conquest  of  nature,  he  has  written  a depressing  record  of 
destruction,  directed  not  only  against  the  earth  he  inhabits  but  against 
the  life  that  shares  it  with  him.  The  history  of  the  recent  centuries  has 
its  black  passages— the  slaughter  of  the  buffalo  on  the  western  plains, 
the  massacre  of  the  shorebirds  by  the  market  gunners,  the 
near-extermination  of  the  egrets  for  their  plumage.  Now,  to  these  and 
others  like  them,  we  are  adding  a new  chapter  and  a new  kind  of 
havoc— the  direct  killing  of  birds,  mammals,  fishes  and  indeed 
practically  every  form  of  wildlife  by  chemical  insecticides 
indiscriminately  sprayed  on  the  land.” 

Today  the  issues  are  much  greater  and  are  not  only  concerned  with 
chemical  insecticides. 

If  we  are  to  agree  that  our  present  campaign  is  not  a fad  (and  this 
life-and-death  issue  cannot  be  such),  then  where  will  it  all  take  us? 
Looking  into  the  future  can  be  ominous.  Will  environmental-conscience 
man  soon  scorn  all  menacing,  foreboding  chemicals  in  his  food  and 
reject  outright  all  products  produced  from  the  insecticide  world?  Will 
our  future  hold  for  us  a non-smoking  society?  Will  young  people’s 
concern  lead  to  a drastic  change  from  drug  abuse— from  marijuana, 
hallucinogenic  drugs  and  narcotics— to  an  organic  food  cult— to  wheat 
germ,  honey,  and  rose  nips? 

The  trend  has  apparently  begun.  What  is  yesterday’s  fanaticism  is 
today’s  passion.  Years  ago  a mysterious  iconoclast  began  writing 
copiously  as  editor-in-chief  of  “Prevention”  magazine.  J.  I.  Rodale 
waged  battles  against  pollution,  DDT,  and  other  “unnatural”  means  of 
controlling  the  world  around  us— long  before  Rachel  Carson  wrote 
SILENT  SPRING.  His  uncanny  and  rather  dubious  ideas  of  preventive 
medicine  are  far  from  acceptable  among  today’s  experts,  yet  his  ideas 
are  becoming  more  and  more  popular  among  the  health  fanatics. 

Rodale  writes  in  a recent  article  entitled  “Suddenly  Ecology”: 
“Ecology  is  tied  with  people.  No  people— no  ecology— healthy  people 
can  function  at  less  expense  to  the  ecology.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  sick 
people  cause  a greater  depletion  of  natural  resources.  I will  show  that  it 
is  unpatriotic  to  be  sick.  I will  also  show  that  the  health  of  man’s 
environment  can  control  the  health  or  disease  of  man.” 

What  should  be  our  concern  as  citizens  and  students?  The  awareness 
of  the  need  for  environmental  control  should  force  us  all  into  a 
personal  involvement.  Pollution  begins  at  home.  Only  you  can  prevent 
pollution.  Our  campaign  may  start  with  a lightly  passed-over  concern: 
walking  on  the  lawns  of  BYU.  President  Wilkinson  has  joined  the 
‘Sensitive  Generation’  by  struggling  to  make  this  a popular  issue,  but  it 
is  going  unnoticed  among  an  apathetic  student  body.  Can  we  rise  to  the 
occasion  to  make  walking  on  lawns  socially  undesirable?  Equally,  can 
we  make  littering  socially  unacceptable  and  litterbugs  social  outcasts? 

Many  activitists  for  redistributing  the  monetary  resources  from  the 
war  effort  to  the  environment  cause  fail  to  realize  that  at  least  $10 
million  is  wasted  every  year  to  clean  up  the  litter  we  Americans  dump 
on  ourselves. 

Unfortunately,  there  were  students  who  managed  to  live  comfortably 
through  Earth  Day,  as  they  threw  a crumpled  candy  bar  wrapper  on  the 
floor  next  to  the  trash  can,  scampered  across  the  lawns  to  get  home  a 
minute  early,  and  not  so  related,  but  of  utmost  concern,  marked  up  a 
couple  of  pages  in  a library  book.

Editor: 

Throughout  this  nation  people  are 
observing  Earth  Day.  All  types  of 
pollution  are  being  analyzed.  One 
problem  which  should  be  considered 
is  that  of  motorcycling  in  foothill 
and  back-country  areas. 

Every  weekend  a number  of  people 
head  toward  the  lower  slopes  of  Y 
Mountain  to  test  their  skills  at 
cycling.  Cycling  is  a very  enjoyable 
sport  and  is  growing  rapidly 
throughout  the  U.S.  But  pollution 
grows  with  it.  Most  of  the  trails,  and 
especially  those  which  climb  straight 
up  the  mountain,  were  built  by 
cyclists.  These  areas  are  laid  bare  to 
the  environment  and  serious  erosion 
and  scars  result.  Another  problem  is 
noise  pollution.  Often  the  noise  level 
created  by  the  cycles  is  so  great  that 
they  can  be  heard  in  downtown 
Provo.  Of  course,  there  is  the^ 
problem  of  scarred  and  ugly  hillsides. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
cyclists  and  the  residents  of  this 
community  to  eliminate  this 
problem.  I suggest  that  the  ASBYU 
offices,  and  especially  the  office  of 
Student  Relations,  work  closely  with 
Provo  and  Utah  County  officials  to 
find  suitable  locations  for  cycling  and 
set  up  rules  for  using  these  areas;  the 
cyclists  themselves  could  help  by 
surveying  Utah  County  for  an 
accessible  area  far  enough  from 
residential  areas  to  prevent 
disturbances  (i.e.  West  Montain). 
Public  lands  are  best  but  some 
Owners  of  private  lands  might  be 
willing  to  cooperate.  Cyclists  should 
stop  building  new  trails  in  present 
cycling  areas  and  do  all  they  can  to 
prevent  erosion  and  pollution.
